Generals Scott akd MlCi.ellan.-CoI. For- 
ney in one of his “Occasional” letters io his Phil- 
adelphia Press says few men have been more 
fortunate than Winfield Scott. He has lived 
through taore than two generations and a half, 
and has sustained a relation to events that have 
no parallel in human annals. Born in the year 
1*8(5, he haa frown with the growth and strength- 
ened with the strength of our republican experi- 
ment. if his infant eves opened upon the dawn- 
ing glorioe of the Ropublic, the failing vision of 
his latter days beholds a fratricidal strife which 
may bury that Republic iu a blccdy aepulchre. 
Too young to take any part in the revolution, he 
was permitted to observe many of the later 
events, and to mingle with many of the historic 
leaders of that early American era. He had 
seen Washington. Like Washington, he is 
native of Virginia, and in majsstic 
harmony with the example of Washing- 
ton, he retire from a field made luminous by his 
own. great deeds — followed by tho grateful pra 3 ’ers 
and praises of loyal mlllione; clothed with the 
prou i consciousness that his reputation is as 
bright as his own sword, and that it will be cher- 
ished by hia countrymen among their most pre- 
cious memorials. It was impossible that a citizen 
who imbibed his first lessons of patriotism at the 
fresh fountain of constitutional liberty should not 
recoil from the polluting breath of treason. It 
would have been unnatural if the contemporary of 
man> of our most illustrious sages and heroes 
should have been tempted from tbe path in which 
they trod, by the degenerate ingratee who boast 
of Leing the descendants of men whose teachings 
they daily dishonor and discard. 

The armed conspirators had an early and dis- 
tinctive distrust and dread of Winfield Scott. 
They shrank appalled before the austerity and 
dignity of his virtues, and when, under the Ad 
ministration of Pierce and Bntliaoan, they began 
the plot which since has ripened into rebellion, 
their first step was to send the battle-scarred 
warrior away from his post, in Wasbiugton— to so- 
clnde him in New York — to surround him with 
spies — to 4eprive him of many of his privileges — to 
make him a mere efligy— a titular and powerless 
dignitary— the representative of authority with- 
out influence to exercise it. Tbe authors of this 
infamous ostracism were Jefferson Davis and 
John Buctanan Floyd. They knew that Scott's 
eagle-eye would detect their intrigues; they knew 
that, with an instinctive love of country, ho 
would expose their dosigns to the American peo- 
ple. It nust, therefore, be remembered, when 
tho feurfu indictment is drawn up against these 
unequalled apostates, that nothing has contributed 
more to tbiir conspire 1 y than tho success with 
which the} protrribed, embarrassod, and exiled 
Genera! &ott. Others might be seduced, but 
they knew he would remain firm. Hence 
they were prepared for bis stern rebuke of 
their treassn, when, at an eaily stage in our 
troubles, te drove their emissary from his pre- 
sence, and, in language of immortal elcqnence, 
rejected tbeir offer and renewed his fealty to his 
country. It was only when the curtain was lifted 
above tbedrama of secession, and when the dark 
machinery long prepared for the destruction of 
the Goverrment, was exposed to tbe view of Pres- 
ident Buchanan, that that most disloyal public 
servant seit for the bani.-htd head of our armies 
and gave back to bim the power which Davis 
and Floyd had so perseveringly and malignantly 
withheld fiom him. President Lincoln promptly 
confirmed ‘he reluctant act of bis predecessor. 
Notwithstanding the weight of years that bowed 
bis frame, ind somewhat impaired his great in- 
tellcc ual lowers, Gen. Scott's presence, his coun- 
sel, his boil aid frequent denunciation of the 
traitors, hie readiness, to use hi] own language, 
“to offer liis life as a sacrifice to his country,” 
and especially the manuer in which he trampled 
under foot the pestilential heresy of Slate rights — 
all these inspired the popular heart, strengthened 
the arm of ou? new Executive and his constitu- 
tional advisers in the midst of tbo perils of a dis- 
located and betrayed Government, and gave an 
impetus to the preparations for the common de- 
fence that could have resulted, probably, from 
the example of no other living man. 

The experience of Winfield Sc )tt touches the 
two extremes of American progress ar.d civiliza- 
tion. The experience of George B. McClellan 
touches but one. Scott retires in tbe sovenly- 
sixlh year of his age. McClellan accepts the 
brilliant baton which he resigns in the thirty- 
fourth year of hi] age. A young man, who his 
lived a little more than half the period to which 
bis illustrious predecessor has attained, assumes 
the entire command of the greatest army ever 
assembled on tho face of the earth, to vindicate 
popular liberty against an unexampled usurpa- 
tion and an unparalleled despotism. Gen. Scott 
also won high position at a very early age. He 
was a Brevet Major General when but twenty- 
eight years old. The President, thoroughly 
conversant with the characteristics of one who 
resided in his own State of Illinois fGr several 
years, and wisely catching the spirit that hon- 
ored and promoted Scott for his distinguished ser- 
vices in the successive conflicts at Chippewa and 
Niagara, did not hesitate a moment in conferring 
this splendid and perilous distinction on tbe young 
Pennsylvania-born soldier. The old commander- 
in-chief won battle after battle, medal after 
medal, promotion after promotion. He has 
achieved an immortal renown, as woll by bis in- 
trepidity as by bis prudence; as well because be 
struck boldly at the proper time and at the proper 
place. Scott's motto, notwithstanding his “sud- 
den dashes” on tho Canadian frontier, has ever 
been, since he took command of the American 
army, that “they stumble who run fast,” and 
his youthful successor seems disposed to imitate 
bim — at least in this respect. While the latter 
occupies an enviable eminence, he at the same 
time occupies a most rosponaiblo one. General 
Washington, however, never achieved a sub- 
stantial victory until ho was relieved from all 
embarrassment and plat sd in supreme command, 
and wo do not doubt that it is written in tbe horo- 
scope of McClellan that he will be equal to the 
exacting expectations of his countrymen, and to 
the kliiniog farao of his world -renowned prede- 



El»win James, M. P. — This distinguished 
member of tho British Parliament and (Jueen’a 
Counsel was admitted to tbe New Y’ork bar on 
Monday last. Tho Times says it Is understood 
that he intends to make that city hia homo, and 
that he will entor at ooce upon the practice of the 
profession in which he has won such conspicuous 
honors abroad. In spite of the barriers that op- 
pose the progress of mere talent, however great, 
to high uuccese in England, Mr. James had 
achieved, without the tlightesl aid from aristo- 
cratic connection, the very high distinction of 
standing among tho foremost members of the 
British bar. Since tho elevation of Sir Frederick 
Thesiger to tbe chancellorship and that of Sir 
Arthur Cockburn to tho Chief Justiceship of the 
Queen’s Bonch, he has tjsen almost without a 
rival in some branches of the profesdon. As a 
parliamentary counsel, even previous to their el- 
evation, he held the highest position. No mem- 
ber or petitioner believed hit chances secure un- 
til Mr. James had been relaiucd, and the statute 
bo k of England is indebted to him for the new 
bankruptcy act, and manv of the widest moasures 
which have marked the course of legal reform in 
the past few years. In all the "causes ceUbres' 
which have awakened interest here he has figured 
as leading counsel either for tho prosecution or 
defence. Th« conduct of tho case against Pal- 
mer, in the celebrated Rugeley poisoning, was 
committed to him. lu the prosecution of Ber- 
nard for conspiracy against the life of Louie Na- 
poleon he led for the defence, and his eloquent 
vindication is almost &3 familiar among us as it is 
over Europe. But recently, in the case of Col. 
Dickson against the Earl of Wilton, ho did bat- 
tle for the soldier's rights and honor again6t the 
whole power of tho Court and Horscguards, and 
obtained a verdict of twenty thousand dollars. 

As a statesman, representing Marylebone, the 
largest and wealthiest constituency in England, 
he has been tho unvarying advocate of every 
measure calculated to onlarge the liberties, un- 
chain the industry, and advance the freedom of 
the people. Iii3 Parliamentary career has been 
eftitfly made remarkable by bis advocacy of Ital- 
ian unity and liberty, of which, in the House, he 
was regarded as the rpocial champion, and into 
which cause he threw himself with the most eager 
enthusiasm. At tbe end of the session of 1860 be 
hurried off to Italy, and after passing some time 
with Count Cavour at his country seat, near Tu- 
rin, was despatched by him in a Piedmontese 
frigate to join Garibaldi, by whose side he re- 
mained as counsellor and companion during the 
glorious campaign of Italian freidom. lletock 
part ia the battles of Caprca and Volturiuo, and 
accompanied Garibaldi alone in his carriage on 
his triumphal entry into Naples. Nor was it least 
due to his wise and friendly counsels that Gari- 
baldi was saved trem pursuing the mad course 
into which he was urged by wild theorists, and 
which at one time threatened to jeopardize all he 
had gained for Italy. Oa his return to the House 
of Commons, he was known as the friend and vin- 
dicator of Garibaldi, and in upholding hi) views 
in the great debate on Italian affairs, in Februa- 
ry last, in tho House of Commons, closed an ad- 
dress of remarkable power in these striking and 
eloquent words: “The religion which Bossuet and 
Feneloe illustrated and adorned will endure for 
ages, but the temporal power of St. Peter is ir- 
revocably doomed. In the exercise of tho tem- 
poral power all that is good and holy is destroyed 
Every priest becomes a spy, and evory bishop a 
policeman. ’ ’ 

i£5pThe burglar Morgan, who was arrested bv 
the Marshal of New Albany in this city some 
week] ago for robbing several houses in New Al- 
bany, bad his trial on Thursday.

The Horriulk Tragedy in IIardiv Coun- 
ty. — A n extra from the offics of the Z rnave Ga- 
zette, published at Elizabethtown, Ky., tas here- 
tofore announced that on Wudnosdty night last 
a negro boy belonging to William Smith, who 
rebidos about four milei below there, enterod the 
house of his master’s brother, Cyrus Smith, and 
seizing the infant child of Mrs. Smith dashed iU 
brains cut, after which he beat Mrs. Smith with 
a club, bruising and mangling her in 6uch a man- 
ner that her life ia despaired of. The negro boy, 
who was about eighteen years of age, was arrest- 
ed by the picket guard of Company E, of the 19th, 
and committed to 1 he county jail of that place, 
under charge of Company D, for safe keeping. 
Great excitement prevailed among tbe citizens 
during Thursday and Friday, and mob law would 
have reigned had it not been for martial law. 

We have since received the regular idsue of the 
Gazette which add-: 

Ou Friday, the Lit inat , Gen. Sherm&D, being 
applied to by I be citizens of Elizabethtown, 
ordered that tbe inilitbrv authorities should hand 
over the negro to the citizens, which was done. 

Our reporter, having visit «id the 6cane of the 
murder, gives to us the ft Bowing statement 09 
coming from Mrs. Smith, and signed by Mary E. 
Smith. 

1 he negro boy caido to the house and enquired 
if Mr. Smith was in. I told him that he was on 
the plantation somewhere, vbon the boy immedi- 
ately CiUgbt hold of me, kickod tne out of the 
home knocked me d^wn, stamped on rnv head 
and breast until he sup pored 1 was dead, then 
to<k the child out of tho cradle by the leg* and 
throw it against tho wall, killing it instantly. I 
recovered enough to get up, when the negro 
struck me a second time, leaving ma dead, as be 
supposed, and ran off. The baby was only two 
months old.

Oa Saturday, Nov. 2d, 1851, the boy was 
taken from jail about 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
and hung to*a troe about two mile3 from town. 
A large number of persons were present. The 
negro admitted that he was guilty, but said that 
he was intoxicated, and that a white man here 
urged him to the deed Tho negro was drawn up 
three times, and, after being dead, was shot 
ihr.-u,- ii iLo may by Mr. amith. Ihus ended 
this horrid tragedy.

ILITARY SURGERY-The latest and l~*t work* 
on this subject. o!3

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Staid Rights.— F or many years past, the 
grand cry of nearly all of the present leaders 
In this rvt’ellion ha 3 bsen the protection of 
Stato rights. State rights, so-called, has been 
the grand principle of their political creed, the 
principle upon which they havo protested to 
baso their whole course ot political action. 
They have declared every State to be a sov- 
ereignty, possessing the right to regulate iff 
own policy and destiny according to its ov n 
will. The right of every State to remain :n 
the Union or to go out of it, to tranfor its alle- 
giance to another Government or to establish 
an independent and isolated Government of its 
own, they have declared to bo unquestionable 
and sacred. They have denounced all opposi- 
tion to this doctrine as despostism or aboli- 
tionism. 

This has ever been the proclaimed theory of 
the rebel leaders, and now see what they are 
doing in Kentucky. Our State, within a brief 
period, has, according to all llio forms of her 
Constitution and her laws, voted by immense 
majorities to remain in the Union, and at the 
name time she has declared that she would not 
invade the Confederate States or consent to 
their being invaded through her territory. 
But her votes and her declarations have been 
disregarded and spurned. Without provoca- 
tion and with no pretext not utterly absurd,

Zollic< fF r a id Folk l ave done and are doing 
and intending to do If these men succeed, 
not a solitary State right will bo left to Ken- 
tucky — and no other right except that of bow 
ing to the will of our conquerors. 

The time has come when the only question 
for the people of Kentucky to decide ri whether 
they will maintain by their own good right 
Arms the high and vital privilege of governing 
themselves through tho ballot-box or whether 
they will submit to be conquered by an invad- 
ing army aud have laws imposed upon them 
neither of their own making nor of their own 
choice. Tho success of the Confederate arms 
in Kentucky would bo the conquest of Ken- 
tucky; it would to all intents and purposes be 
subjugation. It would set a stain upon our 
State darker than that which gave her the 
name of the bloody ground, a stain that the 
rains and dews of ages could never wash out. 
Throughout all the coming years, the accursed 
truth would remain that Kentucky was sub- 
dued by an invading force, and the native-born 
citizens of our State, generation after genera 
lion, would blush and bang their heads to 
confess themselves her sons. Ffllow-citizens 
of Kentucky, with us, at this trying moment, 
everything is at stake that a patriotic people, 
a wise pesple, or a proud people, can value. 
We (rust that all of us are equal to the great 
and terrible crisis. Shall our Legislature, 
elected by ourselves, be driven by the bayonet 
trom the » apilol and summarily punished as 
traitors by the military omissariea of that Gov- 
ernment at Richmond which Kentucky has 
had no more agency in establish] ng than sho 
had in establishing the Russian or the Turkish 
despotism? If our people disapprove the acts 
of their new Legislature, will they not assert 
and if possible maintain the right of electing 
a new one according to the provisions of the 
Constitution of their owu making instead of 
permitting their lofty functions to be usurped 
by men, who, like Mexican uauepers, claim 
the right to govern by prononciamcntos? 

The events of the next f<*v months if uot 
of tho uext few weeks must determine whether 
the name of Kentucky shall be henceforth, 
what it has been, another name for independ- 
ence and chivalry and honor ir % nd renown or a 
name of reproach and contempt among men.

Her 
great spirit, in a mournful torn* and yet a high 
tone of command, calls all her children to her 
rescue. To stand back, to lioBit ate, to doubt, 
wliilo that awful call is sounding in our ears 
and in our hearts, is to be tho vilest aud basest 
ol recreants Who that dareu call himself a 
man will be guilty of K? 

*STThe very harsh an d comprehensive confis- 
cation law enacted by the Confederate Con- 
gress and now enforced throughout the Southern 
Confederacy will undoubtedly, if continued, 
provok r : 
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Willis B. Machen of Lyon county, a 
member of the last Legislature, has goue to 
the rebels in search of his “rights. u We al- 
ways anticipated that he would secede at the 
first indications of a Confederate movement 
upon our State. He was, as a legislator, in 
favor of the most extreme measures, and went 
as far as any of his colleagues except Cleary, 
of. Harrison, who said that Lincoln was a 
usurper and Jeff Davis the only constitutional 
President of the United States. In May last, 
Mr. Machcn, who was made chairman of the 
Committee on Military Affairs by Speaker 
Meriwether, no doubt for the purpose of aid- 
ing his treasonable designs upon tho State, re- 
ported a bill to provide for tho military defence 
of the State. This appropriated $1,300,000 
for the purchase of arms and cannon, 
$3,500,000 for pay and subsistence of 
troops, $1,000,000 for exponscs of Quar- 
termaster’s Department; for camp equi- 
page, hospital purposes, and pontoon train, 
$125,000; for horses $07,000; for clothing 
$400,000; for forage $150,000; for ammuni- 
tion $100,000, and $300,000 for cuntingcm ics, 
making a 6 um total of over six millions of 
dollars. This is one of the bills supervised by 
Buckner, then Inspector General of the State 
Guard, when he was steeped in treason, and 
only a few weeks before he visited Washington 
City to inspect the fortifications there, previous 
to his visit to the Confederate authorities at 
Richmond. We may thank the vigilance of 
the venerable Judge Underwood, of Warren 
county, that this scheme did not succeed, for 
at his suggestion the bill was recommitted to 
the Committee on Military Affairs with instruc- 
tions to limit the appropriations to tho pur- 
chase of 4t),t)00 stand of arms, the equipments 
for 1,000 cavalry, and three batteries of ar- 
tillery, to devote $160,000 for the purchase of 
munitions, $600,000 for training, and to 
divide the arms equally between the Stato and 
Home Guards. Most fortunately for the Stale 
and our tax-payers, Machen ’s iniquitous bill 
was defeated and tho wiser course suggested 
by Judge Underwood adopted. 

When Mr. Machen was defending his hill, 
he pointed out the dangers of foreign invasion, 
domestic treachery, and servile insurrection as 
three points to be guarded against, and there- 
fore he demanded so large an appropriation. 
Providentially, however, though the Legisla- 
ture at that time could not believe Gen. Buck- 
ner would at any time or under any circum- 
stances lend himself to an assault on the lib- 
erties of the State or any portion of it, still as 
a matter of caution, and in consideration of 
the growing distrust of the State Guard, and 
the doubts as to the position of the Executive, 
tho sum put at the disposal of the Governor was 
but a little over one million dollar* I is 
known that he did not negotiate any p -r inn 
of the loan thus contemplated, although itsili - 
hursement was entrusted to tic Militar> B ,i 1 
created by the act of May 24, 1861. though 
$80,000 had been advanced by the Southern 
Bank, the Bank of Louisville, and the C mmc - 
cial Bank previous to the passage of the act O 
this $80,000, the Governor disbur^ d hi: $22. 
440 52, and the balance was transferred io ih 
Military Board. If any one were to search 
for the arms and munitions of war purchased 
for Buckner’s State Guard they would nearly 
all he found in the posacssion of the rebels, 
and if Machen had succeeded in obtaining 
control of the six millions of dollars, all the 
investments made with that immense sum 
would have been on account of the Southern 
Confederacy, and Kentucky would have been 
dragged out of tho Union by the agencies 
which her Representatives had intended for the 
preservation of her loyalty. Those who, with- 
out assuming to possess the gift of prophecy, 
foresaw these things six months ago, have had 
ample experience to test the correctness of 
their prescience. 

But the very men who thus attempted to 
trepan our State into large expenditures have 
been the most claiuorons demagogues in oppo- 
sition to tho payment of the war tax imposed 
by tho Federal Congress pro rata on Ken- 
tucky with the other loyal States. They havo 
declaimed from every stump against tho 
rockless and wasteful enpenditure of money 
and most particularly have they inveighed 
against the loan of six millions of dollars 
for the use of the StAte Military Board 
when overybody knows that all tho money ex- 
pended by tho State for its protection will be 
reimbursed by the Federal Government, and 
that the sums raised by tho Board from such 
loans are simply an advance to the Federal 
Government by tho loyal Stato of Kentucky. 
Ignoring these facts, wc do not find a single 
instance where a disunion member of the Le- 
gislature, who has gone over to the enemies 
and invaders of our Commonwealth, departed 
without hurling a Parthian arrow at the 
defenders of our State for their lavish expen- 
ditures, when Mr. Machen ’s bill proposed to 
spend a larger sum out and out than has been 
suggested by tho Union Legislature as a 
temporary loan to the United Slates Govern- 
ment. These facts speak for themselves, and 
although Mr. Machen was not returned to 
the present Legislature, his successor, Mr. 
Merritt, adhered strictly to bis policy, and is 
one of the most ingrained traitors of the 
twenty-tive who disgrace that body. Of this 
wo have the evidence under his own hand. 
When the residence of Oscar Turner, at May- 
field, Graves county, was searched recently by 
a party of Union troops sent from Cairo, a 
letter was found dated “Eddyville, Ky., Feb. 
17, 1861,” addressed to Oscar Turner, Esq., 
and signed Geo. U. Merritt. We have a copy 
of this precious document beforo us, from 
which wo make tho following extracts: 

Wo are endeavoring to organize a party which 
shall sweep the First District. At our town we 
have a large and respectable party of accession- 
iste, aim a host of friends swinging around on the 
outskirts, from which we are daily receiving val- 
uable accessions. The whole country will Hock 
around our standard, save a few emancipationists, 
sioce Col. W. B. Machen has arrived at home 
and declared that he has no hope of any adjust- 
ment being made, and that Kentucky must go 
with the Bout hern Confederacy. 

I have reliable information from several coun- 
ties, and the work goes bravely on there A 
large proportion of the Bell party are straight-out 
secesMomsts, and all of the prominent man of the 
Democratic party. There is a large element o ’ 
both parties in the country opposed to us, but i . 
is because they have not been enlightened upoi.

THOUGHTS ON THIS WA1 
CAUSEb. 

NO. III. 

The contest in which this great country is 
now engaged is so very extraordinary that the 
records of all history through all tho ages 
might be searched in vain for anything like a 
I parallel. In nil its aspects it is tho most un- 
called for and the most unnatural war ever 
waged. And then it has swelled to dimen- 
sions so monstrous as to fill all the nations of 
the earth with amazement. Where, six 
mouths ago, the earth smiled back to the pro- 
pitious heavons in gratitude, not only for its 
fruits poured out profusely for the support of 
man, but where the landsca|>e rejoiced in those 
artificial beauties which the hand of taste can 
bestow' only whore a prosperous commerce can 
dispose to advantage of a large surplus, — there 
embattled hosts arc now found arrayed against 
each other, army against army. And such 
armies as never trod this soil before — such 
hosts as have nover been numbered since all 
Euro]>c was stirred through all its borders. 

Such mighty effects must have potential 
causes. What are they? 

It would he curious to collect in one large 
volume all the various causes which havo been 
enumerated. Wherever this enumeration is 
begun, wherever ended, but one epithet can 
justly he applied to this war, that it isa cause- 
less war. That is the sum of tho whole mat- 
ter. No one of tho causes alleged could jus- 
tify it. All of them added together could not 
do it. And a multiple of tho whole would 
tall equally short. It U a most unnatural, 
uncalled for, and causeless wrar. 

Two friends, some months ago, engaged io 
tho enumeration and analysis of the causes of 
the war, proposed to each other this question: 
“If called upon to name ono or two of the 
most influential causes, what are they?” 

The one, a distinguished lawyer and expe- 
rienced politician, without any hesitation, re- 
plied: “The firm, the fixed resolve of leading 
Southern politicians, formed moro than thirty 
years ago, that they would never submit to 
the central Government, when an uncomptpi 
inising Northern man should be place! at its 
head. Thirty years ago they distinctly fore- 
saw, that, by reason of the rapid increase of the 
Northwest, the sceptre of power would sooner 
or later pass out ol their hand <. Aud then 
aud there they formed a resolution, from w hich 
they have never for one moment swerved, that, 
rather than submit to it, they would dash tho 
Federal Government in pieces. At the Con- 
vention in Cnarleston, it w’as a foregone con- 
cluaio c Upon the election of Mr. Lincoln, 
was au op^n resolve.

“The right kind of pa- 
pers” — Noble’s Paducah Herald and the Lou- 
isville Courier — have, like rattlesnakes, bitten 
themselves to death with their own venom, and 
their Editors ar? in the rebel armies of inva- 
sion. These aro Ihe men and the means which 
were to have dragged our State into the South- 
ern Confederacy. Lot us thank God that they 
were unsuccessful.

missioners to Europe asking to bo acknowledged 
as an independent nation. A man might a* 
well send a committee to his neighbors, beg- 
ging them to recognize him as a gentleman. 
It is a very abject and humiliating piece of 
business.

Just think of 
it. Money almost as scarce as patriotism, 
drinks fifteen cents, and customers forbidden 
to eat the ice in the bottom of the glass!

Rbcocniiion <A the Coni LDEIU.CT.— T he 
late news from Europe, as reported by tele- 
grapli, must give the coup tic grave to all the 
rebel hopes of recognition from foreign powers. 
The London Post, which is tho organ of the 
Prime Minister Palmerston, says recognition 
would increase the rigor of the blockade, and 
any interference would he an act of war. As 
recognition will not open the cotton trade, 
Jeff. Davis has nothing to hope from Downing 
street. Some disunioniats still hope that Louis 
Napoleon may be induced to yield to tho 
supplications and importunities of Mr. Sli- 
dell, wheu he roaches the French Court, 
but there is no reason to suppose 

that Mr. S. can effect anything to tho detri- 
ment of the Government of the United States. 
The New York World remarks, with great 
force, that “if it took Franklin, with all his 
consummate ability, his iixlraordinary social 
influence, his great weight of character, and 
with all the nobleness of his cause, two years 
to obtain from France a. recognition of his 
country’s independence of the worst enemy of 
France, such a man as Slidell will find it no 
twelve months’ job to bring France to asimilar 
resolution in furtherance of the blackest 
conspiracy ever hatched on earth, at the risk 
of war with its oldest friend among the nations 
aud the friend to which it now looks to save it 
from starvation.”

To the Editors of the LounnUe Journal: 

Owrnsuoro, Ky., Nov. G, 1861. 

Glnilemlx: Our arms havo recently won a 
victory at Woodbury, Butler county, decided in 
its character, and significant in the fact that it 
was a contest between Kentuckians and the inva- 
der?. -(hr Saturday night, the 26th ult., Colonel 
Burbridge, of the infantry at Camp Silas Miller 
(Col. Jackson being absent), received a despatch 
from Col. McHenry, at Hartford, stating that he 
anticipated an attack upon that point, and asking 
for reinforcements. 

Col. Burbridge, with 125 of his infantry, 100 
of Jackson’s cavalry, and two six-pounders and 
one artillery cquad under Capt. Bomerby, left 
hero Bundav morning at 0 o’clock, and encamped 
at Hartford that night. Next morning, being 
joined by 80 men of Col. McHenry’s command, 
under Capt. Morton, they took up the line of 
inarch for Bora’s Ferry, on Green River, which 
they reached before night, and sent out scouts to 
ascertain the strength and position of the enemy 
on the other side of tho river, who returned 
aliout one o’clock with the desired information. 
Capt. Morton, of McHenry's regiment, and Lieut. 
Ashford, of Jackson’s cavalry, were ordered 
across tho river, it then being the intention to 
throw the whole force over and attack the onemy 
in the rear, hut tho facilities for crossing being so 
limited it was discovered this could not be done 
with sufficient despatch. So this project was 
abandoned, and the main force, under Col. Bur- 
bridge, proceeded to Woodbury, on this side the 
river, by a circuitous and mountainous route, on 
nothing hut a cracker breakfast. 

Colonel McHenry, with 125 men, learning there 
was a scouting party in the vicinity of Morgan- 
town for the purpo:c of committing depredations 
on the property of Union men, advanced and en- 
gaged and roilied them near Morgantown with a 
loss of one of his men. Captain Net ter, with 20 
men of Colonel U.’a regiment, came down for the 
support of McHenry, and a short distance beyond 
Morgantown engaged a body of the enemy, 60 or 
70 strong, who were returning to renew the at- 
tack on McHenry, and completely routed them, 
killing six, and losing not a man of his brave 
little band. Col. McEL, Louring the engage 
inent, hastened to bis support. This occurred on 
the south side of the river— on the enemy's side. 

In tho meantime Colonel B. was advancing to 
Woodbury on this side of the river, and, reaching 
a point opposite the town, detailed Lieutenants 
Roberts and Ashford, of Jackson’s Cavalry, with 
ton men, as au advanco guard. They appeared in 
view of tho enemy’s pickets, who were in posses- 
sion of the ferry on the opposite side of tho rirer. 
Thcso were fired upon, many of them killed, the 
halanco routed, and the ferry captured. I'he 
main body by this time came up and saw tb« en 
emv formed in line of battle on a hill on tko fouth 
3ido of the river, a position that commando! all 
the surrounding country. They wore engaged by 
our sharp-shooters, armed with Colt's revolvii g 
riflsn, and at the same time one of our 6 -poind- 
ers, under Capt. Somerby, was brought to bear 
upon them, ending destruction into their raiiis, 
while Cap f . Belt, with 85 infantry, Lieut. Crcs- 
by with 20, supported by Ca^t. Porter, of Bitler 
county, with 25 gallant Home Gu:ird?, were or 
derjd over the river with one pieewof artillery to 
take tho enemy's position by storm. 

This crossing was effected with one small boat 
under the fire of the enemy. They ebargee up 
the hill in a most gallant und soldierly siyle. 
completely routing the enemy, destroyed their 
cump aid equipage, blew up their mugs line* 
(tor the want of transportation to bring it away), 
burned their wagons, and brought away vaiious 
trophies in tho way of fine pistols, gun3, &c. 
Tho enemy lo 3 t between 50 and 70 kilLd, without 
a man lost on our side. The enemy tied pneip 
ilately in the direction of Bowling Green. At 
this juncture a messenger arrived from McHen- 
ry's c-imp stating ho wa 3 about to bo surromded 
by a superior force, wheu Col. Burhridge's fcrces, 
infantry, artillery, aud cavalry, took up then line 
of march, on the other side, in double quick, after 
having marched 50 miles with nothing to oat, and 
fell back upon Col. McHenry’s forces near Mor- 
gantown. Hearing their approach in the night 
and thinking them the enemy, he fell back a 
short distance and took a posit ion for batllei but 
tho mistake was soon explained. The force that 
h :d not crot 3 ed tho river at Woodbury, comfit ing 
of cavalry under Capt. Breathitt, were ordered 
back by tb 9 route they came and joined the main 
force near Cromwell. 

Capt. Belt, Capt. Breathitt, Captain Bomerby, 
Lieut. Croc by, Lieut. Roberts, Lieutenants Ash- 
f ml, aud Porter acted with courage and coolness 
during tho entire engagement. It is due to al! 
the soldiers und officers to stato that they acted' 
the part of veterans. 

Col. Pegrarn of Owensboro, and a near relative 
of the distinguished Confederate officer of 'the 
same name, voluntarily tendered his services as 
aid to Col. Burbridge, and rendered most efficient 
service in the attack upon the pickote, in captur- 
ing the ferry, crossing the men and artillery over, 
and charging up tli 9 bill to the enemy's encamp- 
ment. Ho was constantly exposed to tho grea**st 
danger, evinced (ho okill and coolnoss of an ex- 
perienced General, and I ain happy to say bis 
services are most highly appreciated by the offi- 
cers in command. MINN IE.

McClellan and Beacreoahd, — T he dis- 
tinguished American correspondent of the 
London Times, in the last letter of his that 
has reached this country, draws this str iking 
contrast between the two leaders of the hostile 
forces on the Potomac : 

When I had the pleasure of conversing with 
General McClellan for the first time, he asked 
me several questions, with evident interest and 
frieudly curiosity— not unusual on the port of 
Genorals in reference to tboir antagonists — re- 
specting General Beiuregard. In his case there 
was ail the more reason for such inquiries, in the 
fact that they were old fellow-students and class- 
mates. To my mind there is something of re- 
serablarce botween the men. Both are below the 
middle height. They are both squarely built and 
famed for muscular powor since their college days. 
Beauregard, indeed, is lean and thin-ribbed; Mc- 
Clellan is full and round, with a Napdeonic ten- 
dency to embonpoint , subdued by iucesjant exer- 
cise. Beauregard sleeps little; McClellan 's temper- 
ament requires a full share of rest; both are spare 
and Spartan in diet, studious, quiet. Beiuregard 
L rather saturnine, and, if not melancholic, is of 
a grim gaiety. McClellan is genial even in his 
reserve. The density of the hair, the rquareness 
of the jaw, the firmness and regularity of the 
teeth, and the outlines of the features, are points 
of similarity in both, which would be more 
striking if fleaurogard were not of the true Lou 
isiana Creole tint, while McClellan is fair-com- 
plexioned. Beauregard has a dark, dull, student’s 
eye. tho dulness of which arises, however, from 
its formation, for it is full of fire, and its glances 
aro quick and searching. McClellan has a deep 
clear eye, into which you can look far and deep, 
while you feel it searches far and deep into you. 
Beauregard has something of pretension in his 
manner— not hauteur, but a folding-armed, 
meditative sort of air, which seems to 
say, “Don't disturb me; I’m thinking of 
military movements.” McClellan seems to he 
always at leisure; but you feel at tho same time 
you ought not to ini rude too much upon him 
even when you seek in vain for ths grounds of 
that iuipre-rion ia anything that he is doing or 
saying. Beauregard b more subtle, crafty, and 
astute: McClellan is more comprehensive, more 
learnod. more impressionable. Beauregard is a 
thorough aridb i ;M.c lnlLui mav prove he is a great 
•GaBarsi. a £ur.aot only fo k_ to military con- 
sequences, and disregards popular fliBuin&siaiiuns; 
the latter respects tho opinion* of the outer world, 
aud sous political as well as military results in 
wbat he orders. They are both rhe creatures of 
accident so far as th ir present podtions are con 
earned. Ir remains to be seen if either cm con- 
trol the current of events, and if in ei her the 
Hrrillervm ;n or the cavalry officer of 'lie old 
Unit*d 8 to* army there i» the siuff arouod 
whi-.li hi*torv is molded, such as that of which <he 
•* i •ilervman f Brtenno or ihe leader of the Iron-

Wo have at tho head of the nation, whatever 
else may bd said of him, a truo man, and we have 
a guarantee of his fidelity in the army at his com- 
mand.

Have 
they desolated fields and burned the homes of 
offenceless women and children? I had an oppor- 
tunity at Washington and elsewhere to gee some- 
thing of the officers and men; I heard from them 
no venomous oatp .uring of bate, but all 6 poke 
with the calm determination to maintain the 
Government and no hing mure. They seomed 
much me re conservative than those left at home. 
Even should the present administration abandon 
the cau 8 e for which 400,000 men have 6 prurg to 
the field, the army und navy, the hone and riuow 
of tho nation iu this emergency, would net sus- 
tain them in their new position, and consequently 
they would be powerless for harm. 

It is dear tli m to my mind, from every point 
of view, that Kentucky should move fearlessly 
and with vigor. Energetic action at the outset 
may save the sacrifice «>f thousands of lives. I 
repeat, the question is tho imperious’ one of s«| f. 
preservation and must weigh down all others. 

I have cldP.mnate*, associates, friend*', relatives, 
either imprisoned, in military custody, or in the 
Southern array, but thee* considerations are only 
secondary to the obligations of duty and patriot- 
ism.

Opening a Cotton Port. — The New York 
Journal of Commerce says the naval expedition 
has a double object to accomplish — lirst, to obtain 
a foothold on Southern soil within striking dis 
tan. « of the chief strongholds of the rebellion 
and second, to open a port for the egress of the 
cotton crop. The latter, if successful in its ob- 
jects, will be a grand |>oint gained, especially as 
removing the temptation to foreign interference 
for the relief of the laboring classes in Europe. 
The Confederate Government will, of course, op- 
pose all its strength to efforts for this object, as it 
has good reason to apprehend tho consequences of 
such a measure. No doubt the most extreme 
penalties will be visited upon any who avail 
themselves of the facilities thus offered for the 
conversion of their now worthless accumulations 
of fibre into solid gold. 

Several months ago, apparently in anticipation 
of raids upon their seaport towns, the trans{»orta- 
tion of cotton from the interior was prohibited by 
the Confederate Government, so that at the pres- 
ent time planters are supposed to have their crop 
boused near the spot where it was growD, and, us 
report says, in a condition to be burnt up in ca?e 
it should be threatened with seizure. Therefore, 
it is apparent that “opening a cotton port’ de- 
pends for success, in a great measure, in the U. 
S. Government asserting its authority in such 
f >rce as will assure planters of its ability not only 
to maintain itself in those parts where it may 
take possession, but to extend effectual protection 
to such loyal citizens as may dare to repudiate 
the Southern Confederacy. Planters will not 
care to sell cotton at the cost if their own necks.

Bi ll's Bay. — The report that the great fleet 
ha i entered Bull's Bay, will at once centre uni- 
versal interest in that hitherto unknown locality. 
This Bay has hitherto besn known to coasters 1 8 
a harbor of refuge. It is about twenty mill 6 
North of Charleston, in Charleston District. The 
bay is protected on the North by the Raccoon 
keys and the great sweep of ihi coast out to Cape 
Roman, and on the South by Bull’s Island, on the 
northern extremity of which is the Bnll’s Island 
Light House. The anchorage ground is under 
the lee of this northern extremity of the island, 
off tho mouth of the creek or lagoon which sepa- 
rates it from the mainland. Vessels may car- 
ry tbirtoen feet of water over the bar aDd 
aichor in 3% fathoms with muddy bottom, 
or by anchoring in the open bay a half mile 
from the light house, will find six to eigl t 
fathoms of water at lowest tides. The 
approach to Charleston by land is over a lev- 
el country, and it would appear to be among 
the possibilities that a land advance is contem- 
plated on Fort Moultrie, acccompanied bj' a naval 
expedition with gun-boats, which, following the 
coast, and entering Charleston Harbor by the 
Sullivan's Island channel, would be out of the 
reach of all the fortifications in that harbor ex- 
cept those on Sullivan's Island. We are inclined 
to think that the inlets and lagoons behind Bull's 
Island extend to Charleston Harbor, and afford 
suflicient water for the smaller boats, tug3, ard 
ferry-boats, attached to the expedition. Next 
below Bull’s Islacd is Caper s Island, then a small 
island, and then Long Island which extends to 
Sullivan s Island.

SOUTHERN NEWS. 

The following summary of Southern News is 
made up from the Norfolk Day Bcok and Rich- 
mond Enquirer of the 1th instant: 

Henry Howlings Tyson, of Maryland, has been 
appointed an acting midshipman in the Confede- 
rate Navy, and ordered to report to Commander 
Kennedy, on board the steamer Richmond, at Ac- 
quia Creek. 

Ovor •i'OO.OOO worth of clothing has been re- 
ceived at Richmond, voluntarily contributed by 
the ciiizsns of the Confederate States for the ben- 
efit of the soldiers. 

Oa Saturday last there were 1, /II prisoners of 
war in Richmond. In the last 16 days the pris- 
oners there had eaten up $2,600 worth of beef. 
Since the war commenced 2,685 prisoners have 
been brought to Richmond. The conduct of those 
taken near Leesburg is spoken well of by the En- 
quirer. On Monday last 200 prisoners wore to 
leave Richmond for Columbia, S. C. 

A despatch dated Savannah, Nov. 12, saj’s 
there was a fight below that city, originating in 
consequence of the Unionists attempting to burn 
a vessel agreundon Warsaw beach. The at empt 
failed, and the Union frigate left. 

A despatch from Charleston reports the late 
storm as exceedingly violent along the whole 
Southern coast. 

This State is rapidly tilling the call for 5,000 
volunteers. Tho difficulty among the Creeks is 
not yet settled. Advices from Fort Smith report 
the small-pox raging there. 

The Noriolk Day-Book of Monday save: “Gen. 
Wise is still confined to bis room, but lie is con- 
valescent, and receives a large number of visit- 
ors. The Wise Legion will be withdrawn from 
Western Virginia, and another sent to replace it, 
but its future destination is unknown. Breckin- 
ridge wants to take it, with its fighting < jm- 
inander, to Kentucky, but Wise thmks the ene- 
my have serious designs on North Carolina, 
and prefers to go there. W berever ho goes the 
enemy will meet a C’a ur de Lion.” 

The Richmond Enquirer announces that it is 
extremely difficult to obtain a passport to leave 
the Southern Confederacy or to pass through tho 
lines on any pretense w’hatever. In some cases 
tho privilege Las been denied British subject-*, 
and tfccir only alternative was to declare them- 
selves “alien enemies,’ in order to effect their 
purpose, and not in every instanco was a passport 
then granted, tho authorities being more guarded 
than heretofore about granting passports to per- 
sons who may desire to leave the State. 

The Richmond correspondent of the Charleston 
Mercury of a recent date says: “Among tho on

3fcTHK Inundation of ICgyit uy the Nile.— 
r Ihe English papers contain distressing accounts 
of the damage by the inundation of E^ypt, 
caused by the extraordinary rise of tho waters of 
the Nile. Many villages have been overwhelmed, 
with groAt. loss of cattle, and even of human life. 
The greater part of the standing crop of Indian 
corn is stated to be lost. Granaries, both gov- 
ernment and private, have been flooded, and 
already it is said there is an intention to prohibit 
the further exportation of grain frim Alexandria. 
Fro n the cotton districts, whero the process of 
picking the first ripe pod* had commenced, there 
are accounts of heavy losses, sufficient to make a 
material difference in the extent of the crop, an 
event to be particularly deplored at the present 
time. One account states that the loss of cotton 
will reach at least one third of the entire amount. 
It will take months to repair the railroads. 



The Cumberland Gat Expedition. — A cor- 
respondent cf the Cincinnati Commercial, who 
accompanies the Wildcat Brigade, wrote that pa- 
per as follows on tho Oth inst : 

Precisely as 1 suspected and stated. Col. Con- 
nell's expedition was recalled Ret night. Gen. 
Shoopf's aid overtook the expedition 18 miles be- 
low London, and within 6 miles of B rboursville. 
They countermarched this morning, leaving at 6 
oMock, and the two companies of tho 17th Ohio 
arrived in camp at 11:30 o’clock — demomtrating 
splendid marching qualities — the rem*i.ider of the 
detachment struggling b ck in a bad h imor. Col. 
Connell reports that ferrying frcilities era much 
better below this point than here 

During his absence Ctl. Ccnnell and other offi- 
cers visited Judgo Jackson — jno of the bitterest 
3?ce?sioLidt3 in Knox county. He is wealthy and 
inline itial, and distinguished himself recently by 
hospitality to Zollicoffer and bis officers, but de- 
clined to call upon the federal officers. C. lonel 
Connell and Lieutenant Colonel Spears of the 
tirst Tennessee regiment concluded to visit 
him. They called at night, and the fimilv 
supposing they came to arrest the Judge, 
were much distressed. The Ji:d*e aggravated 
matters by untimely haughtiness, and Col- 
onel Spears took him in hand. After denounc- 
ing him bitterly, he concluded by informing 
the Judge that he must take the oath of al- 
bgiance to the United Sates. After fumb- 
ling a» out the hou-e some time a member cf the 
family found a Bible and the oath was adminis- 
tired with threat* ning emphasis. The Judge was 
required to place h.s band on the Bible and Spears 
dictated to him theextremest minutia- of an oath 
which covered the ground entirely, and closed by 
exclaiming, “and so, in the ran e of Almighty 
God, you do solemnly swear, as you hope for sal- 
vation, that you will true allegiance bear to the 
Government of the United States, without e>/nivo- 
cattonor mental restrvation .” When the Judge 
responded affirmatively, Spears ordered him to 
kiss the Bible. The former domurred that the 
oath was not administered in Kentucky in that 
way. Spears replied he ‘didn't care wh»t they 
did in Kentucky, the Bible must be kissed,” and 
it was. 

After 1 closed my letter last night highly im- 
portant information was received from tho rebels, 
in addition to that which I reported. The report 
that Zollicoffer bad been succeeded is confirmed, 
but it is not known whether Lee or Caswell is 
his successor. We believe here that it is Lee, 
because <»ur informant states positively that the 
rebel force between Cumberlartl Ford and the 
Gap is ‘22,000 infantry, and a strong force of cav- 
alry. The rebsl reinforcements must have come 
from Western Virginia or Manae?<i3. 

New fortiticatiei s, which are to be mounted 
with heavy guns, are being mads. It is fair to 
infer that as soon us the rebels have finished 
their preparations, they will attempt another 
expedition into Kentucky. It would be folly for 
a strong force to remain idle in their works all 
winter. 

Of course this column must be withdrawn from 
this region, or it will be lei forced and sent for- 
ward. It would be ab: urd to kesp it within 
thirty or forty miles, and in front of aa over- 
whelming force. 

Frtton Houses on Luke frte . — By telegraphic 
despatch? i we are informed that Johnson’s Island, 
in Sandusky Bay, is to be put in commission as a 
second Fort Lafayette. The rebels have uniform- 
ly had a pec. bant for the enjoyment of Lake Erie 
atmospbore, and will doubtless appreciate at its 
true worth the ac‘ion of the Government in their 
behalf. If provided with hotting tackle and al- 
owed the free run of the island, a la Bonaparte 
on St. Helena, they will not l>e the worst abused 
of tho human race . — Toledo Times.

Washington, Nov. 9. 

Passengers from Fortress Monroe say that 
great excitement prevails-in the South concern 
ing tho naval expedition. Reports are contradic 
lory but the news is deemed unfavorable to the 
rebels. The Norfolk authorities are anxioos that 
nothing be disclosed. Tho Union Ocean Express 
b?s sailed. A vessel of sixteen hundred and sev- 
enty-nine tons was wrecked off North Carolina 
c ast loaded with forago and horses. 

Passengers under a flag of truce state nothing 
about Port Royal except that one vessel had been 
disubled by the rebel batteries and another 
aground. 

There is no news by the Old Point boat to-day. 
A steamer is expected with despatches at Annap- 
olis to night. 

It is not improbable that General Mitchell will 
withdraw his resignation. The President is very 
unwilling to accept it. 

The Star this ovening affirms the statement 
that the responsible authors of the paragraph in 
the Independent to the effect that Seward has ex- 
pressed the conviction that the Government can- 
not succeed in tho war, and that the Southern 
Confederacy will be recognized and peace declared 
in ninety days, and that that is the object of 
Thurlow Weed’s mission, has been sent to Fort 
Warren. 1 believe that thb is true, aud that the 
arrest was made by Seward’s order. 

A defpatch from San Francisco announcfn the 
almost unanimous approval of the removal of 
General Fremont. 

Capt. Daniel McCook ba3 boen appointed As 
distant Adjutant- General to General McCook, now 
commanding on Green river, Ky. 

The cash operations of the Treasury Depart- 
ment for Oct. were nearly ninety-three millions. 
Last year they were one-aud-a-half millions. 
Over fonr millions have been paid over tho coun- 
ter the ladt three days. 

Gen. McClellan reviewed Gen. Porter’s division 
to-day at Hall s llill, in a drenching rain. There 
were twelve brigades reviewed, which made a tine 
display. 

The rebels havo erected a battery nine miles 
from Alexandria, and this si le of Occcquan. The 
rebel pickets have also advanced towards Falls 
Churcb, a short distance from which placo two of 
cur pickets were captured yesterday. 

One of our pickets was shot near Olivet Church, 
while coated by tho fire, by a rebel farmer of the 
neighborhood. 

Tho Government ha3 hired Green’s msnsion- 
houso in Alexandria for hospital purposes at 
seven hundred and fifty dollars per month. 

The important question as to Provost Judge 
Breepe’s powers is still under consideration. An 
order arresting his proceedings was granted 
upon the misrepresenta'ionsof a rebel lawyer until 
the final decision of tbe President and the Secre- 
tary of War. They are in favor cf confirming 
the action of the Attorney General. 

Washington, Nov. 10. 

The following despatch has been received to- 
day: 

Baltimore, Nov. 10. 

To the Secretary of War: 

Passengers by tho steamer just arrived from 
Fortress Monroe state that tho Ricinond Ecquirer 
of Friday contains a despatch from Charleston, 
dated Wednesday* announcing that the Federal 
troops had landed at two points and were march- 
ing inland. Tbe despatch does not say at what 
points the landings wero made. 

The officers of tho boat from Norfolk to For- 
tress Momoe with a flag of truce refuse to give 
any information, but a wheelsman told a sailor 
that Beaufort was iu |K>s3es3ion of tho Federate 
and that tho Union flag was flying from the 
Court-house. 

Information has abo keer^ received here that 
three forts at the entrance to the harbor were 
completely silenced, the town of Boaufort in 
the possession of our arms, and the army ad- 
ancing to take possession of the railroad. 
Henceforward the Government will take pos 
session of all arms striving iu the couulry and 
pay their assesfed v&lue, all further purchases to 
be subject to the iu. --pec lion of ordaance officers. 
The Governors are notified that the price for first 
class Enfield rifles must not exceed twenty dol- 
lars each, delivered in New York. This has been 
the maximum Government price, but States ha\ e 
some times paid more. 

The Government has contracted for the manu- 
facture here of a largo number of the best Spring- 
field guns and bre-xh-loadiug arms. 

No more arms of any kind than those already 
ordered are required. 

Throe boats from tho steamer Louisiana, pai- 
tiallv manned by loyal Chincotegue Islanders, 
went upSwanscug Creek, Accommac county, Va., 
nearly to Ilorna town, without a warning to tbe 
rabols there, and found a schooner and two sloops, 
on Thusday night. 

A Court Martial is ordered in the case of Com- 
mander Poor, of the Brooklyn, for allowing the 
Sumpter to escape. 

Gen. Keys takes command of Gen. Buell’s di- 
vision to-morrow, and will make a speech to tbe 
troops. John Cochrane addresses his regiment 
also. 

There is plenty of subsistence for man aLd 
beast here now. The railroad is equal to the re- 
quirements of the public and private demands. 
The suddonness of the blockade and the smallness 
of the unloading facilities caused a difficulty at 
lirst, but tho speculators' panic has blown over. 

Prices of woed and coal are still high, but fall- 
ing with arrangements to bring tho latter direct 
from the Pennsylvania mines. 

Gen. Ileint^elman says tho rebels are leaving 
the Lower Potomac en masse, with gieat rapidity. 

The Fifth Auditor, John C. ynderwood, is au- 
thorized to enlist Eastern Virginians, and hopes 
to get 300 or 400 recruits in Alexandria; also a 
company of Loudon county refugees, and many 
more as the army moves South. 

Gen. Rv8ecrans telegraphs that all is quiet, and 
that no information will be allow ed to come from 
hi headquarters until he has a battle. 

Quartermaster Gen. Meigs is now ill in Phila- 
delphia, and he is anxious to have an acti\e 
command. 

From tk> BvlUtin. 

St. Louis, Nov. 9. 

Gsn. Grant telegraphs from Cairo to head- 
quarters here that our victory at Belmont was 
complete. We captured 130 prisoners and all the 
rebel artillery, but were obliged to leave part of 
the guns behind for want of horses to haul them. 
Some cf the prisoners report that a large force 
was prepaving lo start to reinforce Price, but our 
attack will no doubt prevent it. Our loss was 
about 250, about ono half killed and mortally 
wounded. 

Sl’KINO FIELD, Mo., NoV. 5. 
Major Clark Wright, who bas just returned 
from an extensive scouting expedition, reports 
that the mr.in body of tho enemy is now stationed 
on the north fork of Crane Creek, about 10 miles 
south of hero. He thinks I heir force is about 
25.000 strong McCullough is ou Flat Creek with 
7,0C0 or 8,000 men, aud there aro numerous 
bands, ranging from 100 to 1,000, scattered about 
the country. Price's position on Crane Creek ia 
favorable for defence, and he has planted batter- 
ies on tho bluff overlooking the approaches lo the 
pla« e. 

B \ I .TISfOKE, Nov. 9. 
Returns received from throe fourths of the State 
Legislature, stand, as far as heard from, about ♦*» 
Union, secession 0. The Senators elected are all 
Union — secession none. Seven secession Sena- 
tors, who aro principally boarding at Fort I^ifay- 
ette, bold over. 

Tho majority for Bradford for Governor will not 
be le's than 82,000. The vote is lhe largest in 
all tho couutioi that waj ever cast in the Slate. 

New York, Nov. 9. 
Tho funeral procession of Gen. Baker passed 
up Broadway at noon. The hearse was drawn by 
four whito horses. Tho remains are to lie iu state 
in the City Hall till Monday, when they are to 
ho oecorted by the 61st regiment to the steamer 
Northern Light, on which they will embark for 
California.

Cairo, Nov. 8. 

It is impossible, as yet, to obtain anything like 
an accurate account of the killed, wounded and 
missing at the engagement at Belmont on the 
VjJi. It is estimated that 25 of the Twenty- second 
Illinois are missing There is thought to be 850 
missing of the Seventh Iowa. Colonel Lamar a 
wound is not dangerous. Lieutenant Colonel 
Wandt killed. Major missing, Adjutant missing 
and reported hilled. In Logan s regimeut 35 
killed slid 47 wounded. All but 44 of Colonol 
Fouke’s regiment ans'<\ ered to tbe roll call yes- 
terday afternoon. The Ions in Buford s regiment 
is not nrcortnined. It io not rtinpssed to be 
heavy. In Taylor’s artillery only three slightly 
wounded. One hundred and thirty-four prison- 
ers taken. All accounts concur in estimating 
the loss of the enemy much heavier than ours. 



No reliable news id received from Col. Ogilvia’i 
command, lt is rumored that ho has encouu 
tered Jeff'. Thompson’s forces, killing 300 and 
losiog 50. Belmont has been abandoned by tho 
rebels. They have 150 prisoners and acknowl- 
edge 350 killed, but would not permit Federal 
officers who went to Columbus wilh a flag of 
truce yesterday to visit tho place to which tney 
conveyed their dead. 

Fortress Moxrok, Nov. 8. 

The Old Point boat has arrived. A flag of 
truce was sent to Norfolk vesterdav, but brought 
no news whatever of the fleet. Yesterday the 
gunboat Rescue went up the Rappahannock aa 
far as Urbana Creek. Off lhe mouth of the 
creek she captured a large schooner, from which 
she took all her stores and moveable property 
and burned her to the water's edge. 

The Rescue was fired upon by a masked battery 
on shore. The fire was returned and the rebels 
completely shelled out. The commander of the 
Rusolute occupied the entire day shelling every 
Ipot where there were indications of the presence 
of rebel troops. 

I he Rescue and Cambridge would return to tbe 
Rappahannock river to-day and shell the woods 
where a robel force is supposed to be.

New York, November 9. 

The otoreship Nightingale which arrived this 
morning from the Passes of New Orleans, has on 
board the cargoes of live tchooners captured by 
tbe steamer South Carolina, including two car- 
goes of munitions of war, with an immeise quan 
tity of powder and 10,000 stand of arms. 

The frigate Powhattan has arrived from Key 
West in six days, for repairs and new boilers. 

The storeship Nightingale arrived from South- 
west Pass in ten days. She left the Niagara and 
Huntsville and storeships Pampero and J. C. 
Kuhn. 

The steamer Arago sai led for- Europe at noon. 
Among tho passengers are General Scott, Colonel 
H. L. Scott and wife, and Thurlow Weed. The 
General went on board at ten o’clock, and no- 
body but passengers were allowed to go on sub- 
sequently. 

Washington, Nov. 9. 

The Treasury Department has suspended the 
priming of tho three year bonds to the 19th of 
August, and directed the plates altered to the Isi 
of October. Five millions have been printed. 

The Department this week have been paying, 
with the greatest possible expedition, the accounts 
for the army and the navy, those being consider- 
ed tho most urgent and important. Other ac 
counts are necessarily suspended until that branch 
shall be campleted. 

Tho War Department has received an official 
telegram concerning the battle of Belmont, 
iv bich generally confirms the newspaper reports. 
It says th »t Capt. Billaski, of Gen. McClernand's 
staff, was killed, and, among other particulars, 
that we fought all the way into the camp of the 
enemy, immediately under the guns of Colum- 
bus. We spiked two guns and brought away two, 
together with 200 prisoners. The Federal loss is 
stated at 300, and that of the enemy as much 
hoavier. 

Tho Government bas no authentic information 
that the rebels are weakening their own forces on 
the Lower Potomac. 

A special despatch to the Evening Post says: 
‘An exchange of prisoners is likely to be accom- 
plished on satisfactory conditions.” 

The Government is now engaged in discussing 
the quarter of Lieut. Kentry, who was released 
from Richmond on parole, in order to urge upon 
the Government the expediency of making an 
exchange of prisoners, expresses great confidence 
in the succoss of his mission. 

The President has commenced the preparation 
of his annual message. 

The Long Bridge over the Potomac is being 
reconstructedj and will be kept in repair for mili- 
tary u'«3 during tbe winter. 

The Government baf decided to bold the posi- 
tion now occupied at llatteras. Reinforcements 
Will probably be sent at once, including a regi- 
ment to replace the Indiana troop’, who have 
suffered severely. 

The story that the rebels have erected a new 
batter}* on the Potomac, twelve miles below 
Alexandria, is denied by the officors of tho Wish- 
ing! on navy yard.

Fortress Monroe, Nov. 9. 
The fernr-boat Commodore Perry, arrived, this 
morning, from the great naval expedition. She 
lost sight of the fleet on Friday evening of last 
week, about thirty miles off Bull Bay. The fleet 
wa3 bcariDg towards Port Royal. The Captain 
knows nothing about tbe reported loss of the 
Union and another transport. Ilia boat became 
so disabled tbat he could proceed no further, but 
had to run towards tho oast for safety. The 
steamer Mayflower was some distance behind the 
fleet with a signal of diUreas, and the Captain 
thinks she could not have reached ber destination, 
he Commodore Perry lay several hours near 
ape Fear, and finally made Haiteras Inlet. 

'1 lie Hag of truce to-day briogs not u word of 
news concerning the naval expedition. 

The Twentieth Indiana Regiment, now at Ilat- 
toras, will return to Old Point. 

The gun- boat Young R'.ver has arrived from 
Cape Fear. She reports the steamer Govornor in 
distress and machinery disabled. The rest of the 
lleot is supposed to bo safe. 

Tbe reporter says: “1 have just learned from 
the flag of truce that our troops stormed aud cap- 
tured two forts at Beaufort.” 

Washington, November 9. 
G«n. Fitzporter’s division was reviewed to-day 
bv Major Gunl’s McClellan and Ualleck; twelve 
Brig. Generals woro also present with their rc- 
Sptc'.ive itaffi. As it was raining in the meantime, 
tho usual mode of review wus improved on t bin 
occasion, the firing being by regiments, brigades, 
and as a divisio i accompanied by artil'ory. Col. 
AvoridjCJinmanding 1 he 3d Pennsylvania cavalry 
formerly known a9 Young’s Kentucky cavalry, 
was especially complimented by Gen. McClellan 
as to the line < ondition to which he brought the 
regiment. Yesterday General Wadsworth, ac- 
companied by two privates of the New York 231 
regiment, went to Brush's house, thies miles from 
Falls Church on tho road leading to Fairfax 
Court-house for the purpose of lindiug forage; 
while at the house a squad of rebel cavalry was 
seen rapidly approaching, the General quickly 
mounted Us horse and succeeded in making his 
escape, but the privates were taken prisoner. 

( Herald’* despatch.] 

The noc-reception of news from the naval ex- 
pedition through rebel sources, is considered at 
the Navy Department as evidence that satisfac- 
tory results have been attained. There was an 
extraordinarv Cabinet meeting on Saturday night.

A steamer from Old Point has arrived. The 
passengers report that a llag of truce arrived from 
Norfolk and brought no news from the naval ex- 
pedition, but that the wheelsman of the rebel 
steamer stated to one of the hands of tbe Federal 
steamer that Beaufort had been taken by the 
United States troops and that our flag was wav- 
ing over the Court-house. Passengers bv the 
boat also report that the Richmond Enquirer of 
Friday contains a despatch from Charleston, da- 
ted Wednesday, simply stating tbat the Federal 
troops had landed at two points and were march- 
ing inward. The despatch did not say what 
points. 

Thetfficers of the rebel flag of truce refused 
give any information whatever.

Wool says he emphatically pronounces his rumored 
resignation a ba e falsehood. 

A ppecial session of the Legislature will be 
called by Gov. Hicks to undo the rebel legislation 
of )a*t spring; to enact a new police law, aDd put 
tho State full and tquare on the Union platform. 
Tbe seats of the Senators under arrest will be de 
cided vacant and a new election ordered. 

Dtspatches from the army of the Potomac from 
all points represent everything quiet. 

Washington, November 10. 
Official despatches from Chincoteague Inlet, 
Va., shows that the United States 6teamer Loui- 
tiir.a has been active. A party from her with 
volunteers from inland went up tho creek a mile 
or more aud found and destroyed a schooner and 
two sloops without tho lots of a man. 

Advicos from St. Louis state Major Fenny, who 
left Springfield, Mo., with Gen. Fremont, brought 
away a military chest with about $300,000, hav- 
ing failed to pay off the troops. Tho mony has 
been secured and the Major ousted and returned 
to Springfield. 

Under tbe circumstances, tbe late action at 
Belmont, Mo., is considered highly creditable to 
our troops, and the credit of a brilliant movement 
is due Gen. Grant.

A portion of the force sent out under Colonel 
Greunler into Texas county to chastise the rebels 
who have for some time infested that section, re- 
turned here yesterday, bringing 9 prisoners, 500 
head of cattle, and 40 horses and mules, the 
property cf armed rebels. Among the prisoners 
are Spencer Mitchell, of Mo., and Lieut. Col. 
Taylor, inspector of Gen. McBride's brigade. 

Before leaving Houston, Col. Greusler issued 
this proclamation: 

To the People of the Town of Houston and County 
of Texas, Missouri: 

l have this dav placed upon your beautiful 
court house the llag if our Union. 1 leave it 
in vour charge and protection. If taken down by 
rebels 1 will return here and pillage every* house 
in town owned by secessionists or those whose 
sympathies are with the rebels. Any outrages 
hereafter committed upon Uuion men or their 
families will be returned two-fold. Property 
taken from Union men by the rebels in or out of 
the county must bo re’.urned. 1 hereby give 
the robels ten days to make good all losses sus- 
tained by the l/nion families in Texas county. 
If neglected tbe consequences will be upon your 
own heads. I fhall soon return to your couotv 
and nee that this proclamation is complied with 

0 the letter. If you wait for me to exicate it, 

1 will doit with a vengeance.

* etching tb« cue from him, now throng in crowds 
to take ibecatb, all prate:- ing that their credulity 
baa been played upon, and that they are anxious 
to become true and loyal citizens. Without 
questioning their sincerity, it is remarkable in 
what a short time after the arrival of the Federal 
forces they have found out their error. There 
are now uo secessionists hero; the}’ have all be- 
come Union men.

European Gossip. — Marshal Raudon, one of 
the bravest of the modern Fronch Marshals, has 
resigned his command, and all because of the 
* inexpressible* ' adopted in the French army: 

It seems that thee s Inexpressibles, of tremen- 
dous width, in which have been enveloped the 
little limbs of the Chasseuro d'Vincennes, d'- 
AfiJque, d Orleans, and others, are furnished by 
tbe "Usine Godillot, ” a gigantic enterprise for 
furnishing military accoutrements and stores, at 
the head of which are M. do Morny, Prince Na- 
poleon, the Princes ’ Mathilde, and other great 
military tailors with large capital, Godillot him- 
solf being a mere cutter-out, irresponsible for 
anything but the exactitude in delivery of the 
merchandise. The establishment of the l 'sine 
Godillot is raid to havo realized no end of millions 
during the kalian w’ar, and had bocome the bug- 
bear and abomination of the soldiers. In conse- 
quence of the complaints which reached him in 
Af ica concerning the mortality induced in the 
army by the inconvenient weight of the yards 
upon yards of coarse blue doth, plaited in heavy 
folds round the hips of the Chasseurs, which 
durirg the long and weary march in that burn- 
ing climate ended by bringiug o n fever and in- 
flimmaiion of the loins, the Marshal was dotor- 
mined to put an end to the abuse, and a short 
time ago took upon himself to lay his objections 
to the costumo bsfore his malosty, who imme- 
diately gave bis sanction to too order to return 
to the old tight pantaloon, which, whether in 
rod cloth or blue, is lighter and cooler, less diffi- 
cult to keep clean, ana more convenient in every 
rewpect. But the notice of this change, which 
would cheapen the costume at least one half, and 
diminish the profits or the LMne Godillot, has 
been met wi:n such violent opposition that the 
Marshal, beaton on even- point, has boon driven 
to resign hia post.

8.\lt from the Sea— A correspondent of a 
PhiLtde i hi i paper comma iicatei the following 

M my years since Fmnell, a distinguished tra- 
gedian of his day. pr j icted a lan for making salt 
from sea water by solar evaporation, and if I re- 
member aright, works were erected at Cape Hen- 
1 pan for the purpose, but from fome cause tbe 
scheme fell through, prtbibly from the want of 
business capaci y to carry out the plan. Sea 
water contains in general 2 7 per cent, of salt, 
and there are various ways of evaporating it well 
k-town to chemist*. Salt thus obtained is called 
‘ bvy salt.” It is obvious that the sea water 
used i h"Uid bo as far from river water as possible, 
as the sta water diluted by that of a river would 
render the ev iration more tedious and expen 
sive. 

The use of anthracite coal as a fuel for the 
evap ra'ing furnaces would be more reliable than 
evaporation s by the sun a- d the coal could be 
taken by the vessels which go for the salt There 
is a cons ant and increa-ing demand for salt, upon 
which we are now mainly dependent on foreign 
countries, and la the event of a war wi h Grant 
Brl aiu the t-npoly would be cut off. This should 
induce our p ople to manufacture for themselves, 
and be independent of a foreign supply. 

8.1 is very ex ©naively used in Scotland and 
in England in ihe manufacture of the impure car- 
bonate of soda, ths quantity of which us*d in the 
arts la enormous Mr. Muspra , an extensive 
manufacturing chemist of Glasgow, states that 
in one year alone fifty thousand tons of soda ash. 
and twenty thousand tons of crvstalized carbon- 
ate of eeda were manufactured In Great Britian, 
and the demand wa3 constantly increariag. Salt 
enters very la eely in the composition of these 
articles; and when we have extensive salt works 
in our <>wn ooan’ry, we can in .ko these articles 
also, immense quantities of which are now im- 
ported. 

Wax News is not Reliable.— T he New 
Tcrk Times says: 

A Government censor is kept in the telegraph 
office at Washington to inspect all communica- 
tions. and suppress whatever he may deem in- 
expedient to publish. On the night after the 
battle at Bull Run, the editor p’aced in the tele- 
graph office a perfectly accurate statement of the 
result derived from hia personal observation; the 
Government agent refused to allow it to be sent, 
and reported instead that our army had achieved 
a victory. After the Edwards Ferry affair, the 
Government refused to transmit messages from 
special correspondents on the spot, and sent a de- 
spatch of their own, giving a view of the battle, 
which the facts subsequently developed did not 
sustain. An intense jealousy ha6 been felt of the 
Press in official quarters, and every possible effort 
has been made to prevent any revelations through 
Us agency, which might betray the strengh or 
disposition^/ our forces, the weakness of our posi- 
tions, the intentions of our Government, or any 
other facts of which the enemy could make the 
slightest use. To such an extent has this been 
carried lhat President Lincoln is reported, by the 
brutal and mendacious wheel which assumes to be 
the special organ of himself and his family (the 
Herald), to have said that the editor oftbeTimee 
"deserved hanging, for having published, with 
the permission of the Commander of toe Naval 
Expedition, the number and character of the 
ships composing it — after they bad laid for two 
or three days within cannon shot of the enemy's 
works at Hawaii s Point, and within the full and 
unobstructed view of their glasses. 

The Expedition in the Southeast. — By 
persons who have arrived i a the city by steam- 
boat, we learn that the expedition under General 
Grant is much larger thin heretorefore reported, 
ana really consists of 11,700 mon, detail'd from 
the camps at Bird's Point, Commerce, and Cape 
Oirardesu. The forces were to combine at Bloom- 
field and march thence in an unknown direction.

Cotton anl» the English. — The London Econ- 
omist has the following reference to the cotton 
crop and the blockade: 

The South is deliberately plaonlog and toiling 
to force us into a quarrel with the North, and 
Kngliabmeu are found ready to fall into the trap 
acd help her sinister design! Is it not cbvious 
that, so long as tho Confederates entertain airy 
hopes that England will thus interfere, they will 
obstinately retain their cotton on the plantations 
and effectually prevent our getting it in any 
mode? And is it not obvious that nothing will 
so foster aud prolong these fallacious h f pss as the 
language which, under the dread of coming pres- 
sure, ihese inconsiderate merchants and manu- 
facturers ars using? That the distress must be 
great and widespread in the industrial uistucts or 
Lancashire and Cheshire, if the American crop is 
really and permanently withered, we entertain 
no doubt, and we are not surprised that all con- 
cerned (acd who is not?) should view the pros- 
pect with alarm. But the sole practical question 
is, how can tho threatening danger be most ef- 
fectually and yet rightfully averted? Now, as 
we have repeatedly shown, tho resources of the 
South, never very vast or very ready, are derived 
solely from the sale of their produce, for of accu- 
mulated funds they have no great store. The 
sale of their cotton crop will thorefore soon be- 
come to them an object of absolute necessity, and, 
when they feel this, and can be definitely satis- 
fied that forcible intervention from Europe is an 
idle dream, they will hurry their cotion down to 
the ports or to some easy and safe distance from 
the coast, so as to have it ready for shipment by 
any vessels that arrive and are prepared for the 
risk of endeavoring to evade tbs blockading rquad- 
ron. At present they will feel at case, for t here 
is no cotton gathered and packed, and no ships 
ready to recoive it; so they can safely indulge in 
a menace which they hope will bring terrified 
Europe to their aid. ' But as soon as the cotton la 
ready to come forward, we bav* no doubt it will 
be transmitted to the coast, provided they can be 
made to renounce their hopes of foreign interpo- 
sition. 

Col. Wilson’s Retort. —Col. Wilson, or, as 
he is more familiarly kaown, "Billy” Wilson, 
has made an official report of his conflict with the 
enemv on Sauta Rosa Island, and it must be said 
that it is a curious production. Wilson, it should 
be remembered, has not enjoyed the advantages 
of a West Point education; he has had few op- 
portunities of learning either the graces or the 
rules of literary composition; he is as rough in 
his style as in his manners; his knack at fighting 
i* better than his krack at writing, and qui r e 
possibly it is so because he has had greater expe- 
rience in the former line than in the latter. He 
fought none tho worse for the want of grammar 
and rhetoric when the rebels drove him out of his 
bed at an unreasonably early hour, while hi) rude 
but straightforward account of the fray is quite as 
clear and instructive ard far more amusing than 
moro methodical dccumonts. He tells Geier«l 
Arthur that “his new clothes w*reall destroyed,” 
that the enemy's war-cry was "death to Wilson,” 
and that five thousand dollars reward was offered 
for bis own head; but he congratulates himself on 
two facts, namely, that "his commission is safe” 
and that bis "men have smelt gunpowder, and 
now they aro all right.” 

Then he makes this latter statement: 

"They are exhibiting my hair and head in 
Pensacola; tho reward la already claimed; also 
an old flag which I nailed to a flagstaff on the 
Fourth of July, which lias been hanging there 
ever since; nothing left, however, but tho stars. 
The ladies have cut it up in pieces and pinned it 
on their bosoms as a trophy. Every one in Pen- 
sacola has my sword and uniform. I must have 
a large quantity of hair, plenty of swords and 
uniforms. They say If I was to be taken alive I 
was to be put in a cage and exhibited.” 

The report concludes with these jerky and sug- 
gestive sentences, which sound very oddly In an 
official paper, but nevertheless tell tho whole 
story; 

"We lay upon our arms every night. I have 
slept but very little this week. I don't feel well. 
I have got tho diarrhea. We will want 800 uni- 
forms. Your obedient servant, 

"WILLIAM WILSON, Col. Com. ’
